Mr, TalmadBC has made an awkward, bnek- 
lianded attempt to lay the blame at tho door 
ol Gov, Ellis Arnall, whom he will succeed In 
January, by aaylng that he "sympathl;^^'* 
w|th the present Incumbent, and knows that 
the lynching "did cause him chagrin and em- 
barrassment," 

Governor Arnall swiftly and vigorou.'^ly sel 
the forces of law at hla comrnand on thr trail 
of the klllcM. only to be met by a thwartlriR 
conspiracy of silence In the vicinity n( the 
crime. But Mr. TalmadRB states that, In his 
admlnlstrntlon, "such atrocities will bp at n 
minimum." 

It would be InterE.stfne to know Imt what 
Mr, Talmadge conslderK a rcn.sonablo mini- 
mum of lynchings. and how he proposes to 
maintain It, 

It Is true, M Senator Bilbo has rlghteou.sly 
pointed out, that none of the crimes "wn.i 
even remotely connected or associated wllli 
any exercise of the right of suffragB either 
tn Georala or in.MlssIaslppl," But if Mr. Bil- 
bo or Mr. Talmadge thlnke that their cru- 
sade* against Negro auttnge were not mark- 
ed by bitterness, contempt and a tacit con- 
donement ol skulking brutality, they arc al- 
most alone )n their opinion. 

Mr. TslmadKe has diverted attention to 
Detroit, Chicago and other cpnlers where 
mob vlolsncB has broken out In the past, and 
expresses the sympathy of the people nf 
Qeorgla for the soctlona where such actions 
have occtirred, Tn return, citiiens of fi)ose 
and other sections or the country can do no 
le.M thin reciprocate that sympathy. 

For the majority of OeorRlans do not want 
Mr. Talmadge. It was the slate's electoral 
Bystem which elevated him to office with a 
jninority o( the popular vote. Yet Oeorcla 
lynchings reflect on all of Georgia. So do 
politicians whose blpoted fiilmlnatlons win 
them ofllco. It may be unfair, but It is too 
disturbingly true. 

It la more disturbingly true that these 
things reflect on the whole country— a truth 
that has been spoken bclorc and deserves 
saying again. 

We are weakened and cheapened iti the 
eyes of today's world by each act of mob 
violence, each daunting of the Constitution, 
each denial of the American tradition which 
most of ua observe but which. In trying to sell 
It to the world, we advertise as being unani- 
mously respected. 

Such things make telling propaganda to 
opponenta of American democracy abroad. 
They are shocking and dismaying to our 
friendfl. It Is time, then, that Americans 
realized more tuUy that even loca! elections 
end local disturbances can have serious In- 
ternationa! repercussions. 



TOWARD WORLDWIDE INDUSTRI.-M, 
SAFETY 

The international labor office conference 
In Ban Francisco, which has already put 
through a minimum wage scale for aeamcn to 
be presented to the world's maritime nations, 
now has another excellent Job to its credit 
In Its recently-completed Industrial safety 
code. 

This code Is the work of technical experts 
from eight countries, and covers conditions 
found In factories throughout the world. It 
will be presented to a Rovemmcnt-cmploycr- 
labor conference next year, and will eventu- 
ally be passed on to member nations for rati- 
fication. With the code will go what one 
member calls "the most comprehensive hand- 
book on safety matters ever compiled." 

Such a program as this should certainly 
speed rehabilitation of battle-wrecked indus- 
tries. Increase production, and add to the 
. earnings, security and well-being of workers 
throughout the world. It la a pleasure to see 
such an excellent and much-needed step 
being taken, and an equal pleasure to obserie 
the harmonious and fniltfnl efforts of an 
International gathering In the troubled world 
of today.
